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RECORD OF INTERVIEW 

This is to record matters discussed during the January 9, 2008 telephonic interview 
among Examiner Neil S. Levy (Primary Examiner) and Applicant's representative Howard C. 
Lee (Patent Agent, Reg. No. 48,104). Examiner Levy is thanked for the many courtesies 
extended during the interview. 

Claims 1-12 were discussed with regard to the restriction issued in the last Office Action. 
Howard Lee specified that n in formula 1, shown in claim 12 was elected to be 1 and Rn was 
elected to be CF3. The Examiner confirmed that Group I formulations of formula 1 with CF 3 as 
R13 and n as 1, otherwise as indicated in the response to restriction of November 12, 2007 would 
be examined.
